The book includes many letters between the artist Hermon A. MacNeil and the mint to refine the design. 

It even covers "Model Controversy", who was the real model and who took credit. The mint errors, such as 
off-center, die cracks and wrong planchets, are covered. One of the more essential explanations of what is 
a full-head designation and what other features make a good strike will help you in your purchasing 
decisions. A majority of the book has a full description of each variety of coin by year and mint; including 
mintage, population by grade and full head report. 

Key Dates: 1918/7-s with about 12 pieces in Full Head 
Estimated Population 

G 5%, VG 10%, F 15%, VF 25%, XF 25%, AU 15%, BU 
Other Key Dates: 1921, 1923-s 

In 1925, the mint changed the design to recessed date, similar to the Buffalo Nickel. You should be able to 
find a 1925 in either MS-65 or MS-66 with Full Head. For 1927-S, watch out for an added mint mark, the 
S may be out of place, crooked, or be lop-sided. The best strikes of the 1920's type 2b are the 1929, 1930 
and 1927. 1928-S has four types of repunched mint marks D/D, D/S, S/S, & S/D. 


The book also goes into detail on how to grade the three different types of Standing Liberty Quarters. 

There is also a chapter that shows the historical values from over the years using gray-sheets and red books. 
Of all of the early U.S. quarters, the Standing Liberty Quarter is one of the most beautiful artistic designs. 
However, the mint had trouble getting good strikes and ended up with three varieties of the design. As a 
result, the Standing Liberty Quarters are a fun set to collect.
